Hon, Robert M. La Follette, Gov 
ern orof Wisconsin and U. S. Senator 
elect from that state, is sp ending the 
day in Dix on and at the Assembly 
this afternoon addressed the largest 
crowd th at has y et assembled at any 
session of the Chautauqua this sea­ 
son 
There Is to more p rominent figure 
In the p olitical arena today than the 
famous reform governor. 
It Is all be­ 
cause of his uocetsing war on the 
greed of the money 
p owes of the 
country , which he believes are banded 
together to rob the p eop le. 
He is a 
sane and forcible champ ion of the 
p eop le and has the absolute confi­ 
dence of bis constituents in his state 
as well as thousands in many others. 
The chances are not few th at this 
eminent son of the Badger state mav 
be the nex t leader of the great p arty 
which seated the y oung man from 
New York in the p residential ohair, 
for he shares with him some of those 
qualities th at have endeared Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt to the whole p eop le 
irresp ective of p arty lines.

The subject of his 
lecture 
was 
Rep resentative Government, and for 
more than two hours he sp oke on the 
decay of rep resentative government 
in the United States and severely 
criticised Rockefeller and the rail­ 
roads. The p ower of his oratory was 
shown as he held his listeners sp ell­ 
bound 
while 
he 
unraveled 
the 
methods of the combines to secure 
p rotection in the statutes 
The sp eaker said he belie ved God 
had given the p eop le of this country 
Chfe chance to make the Hl a I ex p eri­ 
ment of self government. 
He com­ 
menced with the building of the gov­ 
ernment by the forefathers of the 
country and comp ared the conditions 
then to those of the p resent day . He 
p ictured a scene showing a vast dif­ 
ference, 
Aocording to the sp eaker, self gov­ 
ernment then was realized, but in tbe 
last few y ears affairs had growo to 
the p oint where machine p olitics and 
monop olies had wormed 
into

state and even into the national gov­ 
ernment. Senator LaFollette sp oke 
with the utmost confidence and de­ 
clared he had p roof for all his asser­ 
tions.

versities and Sunday schools.

ing to give with one hand what he 
took with a m ultitude of hands? If 
he lived fifteen million y ears be could 
not ex p iate for bis crimes. 
Rocke­ 
feller is the greatest criminal of the 
age. He has established business th at 
has destroy ed all business morality . 
I t was Rockefeller who was the father 
Of the rebate sy stem, tbe p lan of 
! wbioh was so bold tb at Vanderbilt 
and others shrunk from it at the time 
of its p rop osal.

Th e Standard Oil company was 
subjected to th e same rates, but still 
h andled more oil th an ever. 
Th e 
small oil dealers borrowed money to 
tide oves th e period until th e raise 
sh ould lower again. 
No such a th tair 
h appened but th e price of oil went 
-down, and t h e smalt companies were 
forced to sell out to th e monster com­ 
bine. Th e Standard Oil company re­ 
ceived from th e railroad trust rebates 
on freigh t to th e extent of 11,000,000 
during th e first term of th e life of th e 
combine 
Senator LaFoilette said 
th at all th e commercial industries 
of th e country were controlled by 
45 3 
combines, with a capital of IS.CDO.OOO,- 
000, wno dictated th e prices on ail 
commodities.

New England J ostle®. 
Ebeuczer Snell, the grandfather o f 
the po et William Cullen Bryant, is de­ 
scribed as a go o d type o f the New 
England farmer, In who se nature Puri­ 
tanism, with Its stern rigo rs o f co nduct 
and 
co nscience, was o verlaid 
with 
many o f the amenities o f Yankee hu­ 
mo r. 
B rjant preserved several anec­ 
do tes o f his grandfather, o ne o f which, 
quo ted by Mr. W. A. Bradley in his 
bio graphy o f the po et, may serve to In­ 
dicate the way in which he ex ercised 
his humo r, and also to sho w the patri­ 
archal co nceptio n o f Justice that was 
held In a remo te New England co rn 
munity at the end o f the eighteenth 
century. 
My grandfather, said Bryant, o nce 
fo und that certain pieces o f lumber in­ 
tended by him fo r the runners o f a sled 
and called in that part o f the co untry 
sled cro o ks had been taken witho ut 
leave by a fanner who lived at no 
great distance. 
These timbers were 
valuable, being made fro m n tree the 
grain o f which was curved so as to 
co rrespo nd with the curve required in 
the runners. 
The delinquent received no tice that 
his o ffense was kno wn and that 
If he 
wished to escape a pro secutio n he must 
carry a bushel o f rye to each o f three 
po o r wido ws living In the neighbo r­ 
ho o d and tell them why he bro ught It. 
He was o nly to o glad to co mply with 
this co nditio n.
